taken the oaths appointed by law to be taken for and inftead of the 
oath of fupremacy, 

In.teftimony whereof, we have caufed our Epifcopal Seal to be hereunto 
affixed, the day and year above written, and in the fifth year of our

Having forged the above authority from the Bithop of Oxford, the 

prifoner Lloyd, made it a prafice to vilit divers parts of the country, 

in charaéter of a clergyman; in confequence of which he frequently 
performed the fervice of the church, and fometimes preached in the 
pulpit, by which he got at the knowledge of what perfons and what

bis undertaking, he went on Morley following in fearch of him, and 
in pafling through Fetter Lane, to his great furprife perceived Lloyd 
walkins arm in arm with a gicl of the town. The tradefman according- 
ly accofted him, and afked him for his horfe. I.loyd immediately re- 
plied, he had rode it very hard, and bad left it at the {tables till fit to 
bring home, But upon the tradefman telling him he would not part 
from him till he had his horfe, Lloyd agreed to go for it to the ina, 
where, upon his arrival, he was taken into cuftody, and properly fe- 
cured. 

His lodgings in Petticoat Lane were afterwards fearched, and a- 
mongit divers other things found were, two filver watches, a pair of 
piftols, a forged note for 201. aud fome of thé new aét of Parliament 
f{tamped promiffory notes. » 

In his pocket was found a lift of honfes to be broke open, and in it, 
it appears, the parfon's houfe at Barking was to have been devoted to 
plunder. . 

His behaviour before the Magiltrates, was’ audacious to a degree. 
Neither remorfe at his fituati»n, nor refpeét forthofe he was before, 
feemed in the leaft to touch him. He treated the evidence with ridi- 
cule and contempt, and boldly defied the hand of juftice to reach him. 
Upon the frit evidence appearing, he clapped him on the fhoulder, 
and had the impudence to tell him, 10 /wear to him at once, and make 
no bones about it. During the time he remained at the office, it is fuppo- 
fed he did not fwear leis than fifty oaths, and amongit many other a- 
necdotes that might be given.of this hardened wretch, he even carried 
his indifference of his fituation fo far, as to repeat what he was pléafed 
to call, his Jajt dying /reech. 

It is very extraordinary, that no longer ago than laft Sunday, this 
wretch preached before a ref, e€table congregation at Gravefend, from 
a manufcript férmon in his own hand writing. This fermon was found 


in his pocket, and is written in a ftyle, and language, that mult afto- 
nith every one, when it is confidered to be the produdtion of a man, 


who has lived by plundering the pnbli¢:

enct of Chrift Jefus; and this.we afk in the name and mediation of

but provide for our intermediate alfo. ‘Thefe Chriftian duties, whic 


are to carry us to heaven, are our refrefhment, our viaticum in our 
journey ; God’s yoke is not to gall and fret us, but an engine by which 
we may with eafe (and almott iafenfibly) draw all the clogs and in- 
For, whether we take Chriftia: ity in its 
whole complex, or in its feveral diftinét branches, ’tis certainly the 
moft excellent, the moft compendions art of happy I'ving : as its very 
tafks are rewards, and its precepts are nothing but a divine fort of al-

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On the other fide, this one grace being abfent, it is not in the pow- 
er of any fucce($ or affluence to make life a tolerable thing; for he 
that has the elements of felicity, and yet cannot form them into a fa- 
tisfafion, is more de/perately miferable than he that wants them: for 


he who wants them has yet fomething to hope for, and thinks, if he 
had them, he might be happy; but he who infignificantly pofleffes them, 
has not fo much as the flattery of an expectation, for he has nothing left 
to.defire, and yet can be as little faid to enjoy.

“That 
thote are often without it, we are too fure; andithat it may be without 
them, is as certainly true; though, by our owg default, we have not fo 
maby examples of it. }

As this querulous 
humour is againit our interett and duty, fo is it apparently againft our 
tafe, What a madhefs is it then for men to be fo defperately bent a- 
gaint their intereft and duty, as to renounce even their eafe too for 
eompany! One would think this age were fentual enough to be at de- 
fiance with the lea(t thadow of unealinefs. It is fo, lam fate, where it 
ought not; every thing is laborious when "tis in compliance with their 
duty : it way therefore be a feafonable office to endeavour the appea- 
| fing thefe (torms, by recalling them to thofe fober, rational confidera- 
tions, which may thew as well the folly as uneafinefs of this repining un- 
fatisable humour. ‘Lis certain, that in true reafoning we can find no- 
thing whercon to found it, but a great deal to enforce to the contrary. 
Indeed, ’tis fo much again{t the didtates of reafonable nature to affeét 
damage, fin, and torment, that, were thére nothing elfe to be faid-but 
what I have already nrentioned, it might competently difcover the great 
h | unreafonableuefs of this fin. But, we necd not confine our appeal to 
reafon, asit is only a judge of utility and advantage, but enlarge it to 
another notion, as itis a judge of equity and right; in which refpea 
alfo it gives as clear ang peremptory a fentence againft all murmuring

” Vf the wind continues fair, Lord Howe may be expected to 
arrive at Gibraltar in twelve days; but as it has already been 
to the eaflward for thefe tem days patt, it is not likely to con-° 
tinue in that quarter for fo long a time; we thay daily expect 
it to the fouthward or weftward, either of which will be con- 
trary to the fleet ; and mariners in general reckon, that if fuch 
a number of fhips arrive in the Straits ‘within three weeks-after 
they fail, it may be’accounted a good paffage. . Jt will at lealt 
take up.a week afterwards to fee part of tlie tranfports unload- 
ed, and the remainde? put in. place of fecurity, and a fortnight 
more for the men of war to'return home ; fothat oni the whole, 
if Lord Howe returns within fx weeks, he will have made 
greater difpatch than can reafonably be expected. ’ 

It is an unfortunate circumftance, that the men of war which 
failed under Admiral Miibanke the firit of this month, to bring 
home the Baltic fleet, did not put to fea a few days fooner, for 
which there appears to have been fufficicnt time, as they arrived 
at Portfmouth near a month before ; for, while they were on 
that errand, the wind came fair for the fleet to fail for Gibral- 
tar; in confequence of which they were obliged to return, and 
Step, have left the Baltic fleet in a worfe cundition than be- 

re ; for if they have failed from the Sound, wnder an idea of 
being powerfully protected, as is generally fuppoled to be the 
cafe, they may run into the very-mouth of the Dutch before 
they are apprifed of their danger. 

Orders are given for a fleet of obferyation to be formed in 
the abfence of the grand fleet: It ‘will rendezvous at Spithead, 
for the protection of the Channel trade, and is. now fitting out 
for that purpofe. 

The only thips now at home that will be ready for fea in a 
fortnight, are the Pegafe of 74, at Portfinouth ; Bombay Caflle. 
of 74, at the Nore; and Europe of 64 guns, at Plymouth. 

The grand fleet has at length failed for the relief of Gibral- 
tar. The firft divifion, under the command of Admiral Bar- 
rington, proceeded on its way on Tuefday afternoon ; and the 
remainder followed yefterday morning at four o’clock. The 
fleet is commanded by fixe Admirals and a Commodore, viz. 

Lord Howe, Admirals Barrington, Hood, Sir R. Hughes, 
Millbank; and Commodore Hotham. ‘There are fix regiments 
on board the men of war, to act as marines; the 2d, 25th, 
sah 61lt, 62d, and anbther whofe number we could not learn. 

he 25th and soth are intended to be left as a reinforcement 
to the garrifon ; and the others, it is thought, will be fent with 
the naval detachment, under Sir Alexander Hood, tothe Wett 

Indies. 

Miniftry feem inclined to think that the Dutch fleet wil? 
vifit our coaft during the abfence of the grand flect, and have 
therefore given orders for feyeral of the men of war lately ar- 
rived from the Weft Indics to be again rigged, and to progeed 
for the Downs.

A View of tle Law of Scotrann, with Regard to 
Fencisre Men. — 

B* the feudal law, introduced long ago into Scotland, alf 

fubje&s, of a proper age anid ability, were obliged, un- 
der penalties, to furnith themfelves with yarious arms, and ta 
learn the known exercifes of thefe arms. The Magiftrates of 
boroughs, and Sheriffs of countics, were authonifed and requi- 
red vo preferve and enforce this difcipline of the people within 
their feveral diftricts, by regular weapon-fhaws or military res 
views, at Jeaft four times every year. The civil M agiltrates 
were thus the commanding officers, in this military fyftemy 
within their feveral diflriéts. Bur it was the undoubted prero- 
gative of the King alone to command in chief, to aflemble 
thofe armed and trained men from alt parts of the kingdom, 
and, by his proclamation, whenever he judged proper, to re- 
quire a general rendezvous for public fervice and aétual war. 
This is a fhort view of the eftablithed conttitution of Scotland, 
with regard to arms ; and, in my humble opision, it continues 
unaltered to this day. 

After we came to ‘have a regular Iegiflation ef King and 
Parliament, from the time of James’ B. of Scotland, this ans 
cient conftitution was declared and enfurced by many ftatutes, 
which are not abrogated to this dity. 

With regard to Gur boroughs, the duty of watching and 
warding, or, in other words, of fervice in arms, for the fafety 


and detence of the community, is founced in the con{titution 


of the boroughs themfelves. Ft is the readen da of their chat- 
ters, and is confirmed by. many laws'in full force at prefent. 

The a&t 155, Parl. 12. James VI. declares this duty of eve- 
ry burgefs to ferve in-arms for the peace and defeace of the 
borough aod; high as the prerogative then was, the att de 
clares, That the King. himfelf catnor difpenft with thie duty, 
except in favour cf one perfon of every craft. Sir Geo. Mac- 
kenzie, who was difpofed to ftretch the prerogative, tells usy 
that this limited power ia the King, to exempt on perfon of 
every craft from the duty of Watthing and warding, was doubt- 
ed and difpeted ata period very roar the Revolution, upon 
this ground, ‘that, after the Kisy’s accefliori to the throne of 
England, he could hare no necalion for the actual cuploymetit 
vt forvice vf crattfinen in Scotlard. ; 

Phis duty of military fervice by burgefies, nacer the come 
‘mand of their Magiftrates, ic Ty uealy expreiied in a mae 
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apcient lav, which is referred to and entified by the abos ; a& 
Ds of Jame: VI. I mean the 34th act of Parl. 3. James IV. which 
* cnadts, “Thar all men dwelling in burgh, anfwerand obey the 
« officers of the fame, when and in what ways they fliall be 
«charged by the faid officers, for the defence of the realm and 
« jieges.® There are many laws to the fame purpofe, with 
regard to our borotighs ; and, by the 2rft article of the Union, 
all the rights and privileges of our Royal Boroughs are to re 
ain entue- 
ges 8 it was thus undefood to be the eftablithed right and 
duty of Magiftrares, within boroughs, to arm and train the bar- 


pofecomitatiis, or the ithabicants within ‘his territory, 


have their men properly armed, and io order for fervice, under 
the Sheriffs authority ; and the Sheriffs are authorifed to ufe 
compulfators, ‘in’ cafe of failure in this public fervice, Such 
Jaws, ‘requiring ahd regulating the weapon-fhaws under the 
Sheriffs authority, and declaring the King’s prerogative by pro- 
clamation, to affemble the people thus armed and trained for 
actual fervice in war, were enaéted during every reign of the 
James’s. J ; ; 
The febellious practice, mder the reign of Charles I. of rai- 
fing the armed forces of the kingdom inthe King’s name, to 
a& againit his Government and authority, gave rift to new 
laws, but to no abrogation of the ancient fyftem, as above ex- 
lained. By various acts, after the Reltoration, a body of mi- 
litia was eftablifhed and formed by various regulations, to affert 
and preferve the King’s authority over chem, and their afiection 
to his perfon; but, from the whole tenor of thefe laws, it is 
evident, that the antient fyftem of arming and weapon-fhaws, 
fabjet to the King’s chief command, was Rill ro’ be preferved 
in force. , 

"The ftrongeft of thofe aéts fhall be recited, as I think it has 
been mifconttrued, to invport'a fuppreflion of the antient fy‘tem, 
by Which the whole country was to be Rept in 4 ftate of arms 
and diftipline, under the civil Magiftrate, though it belonged to 


public fervice and a¢tual war. I allude here to the gth act, Parl. 
rit, Chatles 11. intitled, “ A&t aflerting his Majefty’s royal 
rerogative in the militia, and in making peace and war.” 
This ftatate preceeds in the fervile {tile of thofe times, ov the 
narrative of his Majefly’s royal virtues, the great merit of his 


« Majefty holds his imperial crown from God Almighty alone.” 


the confafion and diforders of the latetimes, the act declares, that 
the power of arms, and the making of, peace or wars are in 
« the King alone and his fucceffors. That it was and is their 
*‘ undoubted right, and theirs alone, to have the power of rai- 
« fing in arms the fubjects of this kingdom, and’of the ‘com- 
“ manding, ordering, and difbanding, or otherwife difpofing 
“thereof, &c, Declares that it is, and fhall be, high treafon 
“to the fubjects of this kingdom, or any number of them, 
“on afly pretext, to rife or continue in arms, or to treat of 
“ peace or war, without his .Majelty‘s {pecial authority inter- 
“ poned thereto. In the 26th act, feffion 3. Parl. 1. Charles 
II. this prerogative is termed, the King’s pr power of raifing, 
“ arming, and commanding his fubsects.’ 

As in thefe ftatutes there is neither directly nor indireatly 
any repeal of the antient law, fo it is manifeft that ne fuch re- 
peal was included or underftood, It was itill the duty of the 
people to arm, and of the niagiftracy to train them to arms, and 
hold weapon-fhawings, as it was the prerogative of the King to 
call them forth, and affemble them in military bodies’ for the 
fervice of aétual war. There is accordingly in thofe ftatates no 
cenfure of the magiftrates of burghs, or theriffs of counties, far 
taining the people to arms ; but the practice of private affacia+ 
“}tions, and infurrections of the people in arms, which had been 
pattifed againft King Charles I. under pretence of the king’s 
fervice, is condemned and declared treafonable. 
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The beft nuthority that can be for this conftrudtion of the 
utes is that of Sir Geo. M‘Kenzie in his Commentary on 
ac& 4th of Parl. rit, James 1. where he exprefsly fays, 
That tag_ militia ats of Charles IL. did not abrogate this 
feudal and*antient conttitution for training the people to arms, 
though they did. introdecé new and further regulations, to 
form aad difcipline'a bédy of militia.”’

F DO not recolleé at prefent any thing particular to amufe 
you, unlefs the following accoant of a man in the cam 
part of my parifh, be thoughrfingular and uncommon. 1 can 
allure you, that there is not a ftroke in the picture embellifhed 
beyond the truth, nor a fingle trait given but what is really in 
the original. I have feen him occafionally two of three times, 
never indeed in the church but once, and that at the interment 
of his mother. 
His name is Angus Roy Fletcher; he lives in the higheft 
farm of Glenorchay, and has done fo all his life-time. He has 
always made his livelihood moftly by fifhing and hunting. ‘The 
dog is his fole, though faithful attendant ; the gun and the dirk 
are his conftant companions. He fometimes exchanges the 
gun for the fithing fpear, but was never.obferved without the 
one or the other. At a diltance from focial life, he has his 
refidence in the wildeft and moft remote parts of the lofty 
mountains, which feparate’the country of Glenorchay from that 
of Rannoch. ‘In the midft-of thefe wilds he builds his hut, 
and there he fpends the moft past of fpring, fummer, and 
autumn, and even part df winter. He has a few goats, 
whiel? he tends at timés on thelfe lofty cliffs. Thefe, with the 
dog; the gun, the fpear, and’ the dirk, a belted plaid, hofe, and 
brogs, conftituge the whole property of this favage. They are 
all he feems to defire. While his.goats feed among the rocks 
and wide extended heaths, he rangés the hill and the foreft in 
parfuit of the ganic. He returns to his little ffdckin'the e- 
vening. He'Jeads thém t6 his folixary hut. He milks them 
with his own hands ; ahd after making a Comfortable meal of 
what game he may have caught for the day, and of the milk of 
his goats, he lays himfelf down to reft in the midft of them. 
By day they are his chief care, by night his only companions, 
the dog excepted.’ He delires not to affociate with any of his 
own fpecies, either ian or woman ; and yet, if the ftep of the | 
wandering ftranger bon / to approach his little hut, Angus 
Roy is‘humane and hofpitable to a high degree. “Whatever he 
is pofleffed of, even to the lait morfel, he cheerfully beftows on 
his gueft ; ata time too when he knows not where to purchafe 
the meal for himfelf. Strange, that a man who apparently has 
no affeflion for fociety, fhould be Yd much’ difpofed to exercife 
one of its nobleft virtues! His contempt for fociery, however, 
isin conteftable, for if he happens, at any time to'baild his hut 
neat the fhealing.of a farm, he abandons his hut, ‘The moment 
the people’ come tothe thédling, he removes to a greater dift- 
ance, and’ builds another habitation for himflf. He feems to 
Have in folirudé a certain enjoyment, of which no other High- 
Jandman has any conception of feeling. aks 
Such is the manner in which this extraordinary man {pends 
the fpring,'the fammer, and the dutdmn, and even part of win- 
ter. But when'the chill blaft of December returns; when the 
exceflive Coldnefs of the climate forces him to depart from the 
wountainy to quit the folitary ¢elf, ‘he condefcends to hold fome 
intercourfe with mankind. He. defcends to the village, but 
he enters with reluétance into a fociety. where.no man thinks 
as he does himfelf ; where no man lives or acts after his man- 
per. In this fitwationy and in fuch fociety, he difcovers evident 
fymptoms of uneafinefs and difguft. To alleviate the pain as 
much as‘ poflible, toremove the Jangour of an intercourfe in 
which he fiuds.mo enjoyment, he has devifed the moft proper 
expedient: He goes forth évéry morning; before the dawn, to 
the hill and the wood, in fearch of game, “He returns ndt till 
Jate at night, asd then goes to his reft, generally without fee- 
ing any body. - .

In conformity to the cuftom of men, he 
takes off his bonnet ‘to what is called a Gentleman, but in a 
manner which indicates contempt rather than refpect. for the 
whom he addreffes. ; 

Upon the whole, he merits the appellation of a-moft fingular 
charaéter. In cireumftances the moft deprefling to pride, he 
has hardly his equal among the prond and haughty. Among 
coxcombs he would make a diftinguifhed figure, and yet, as I 
faid; he ,difcoyers: nothing of the paffion for fex. He may be 
faid to live in the original ftate of fifhing and hunting: but he 
difcovers not the ideas, nor the Jove of fociety, peculiar to that 
flate. He is above fifty years of agé, can neither read nor 
write, nor fpeak Englifh, As I never faw him but once at 
church, and could at no time find him at any of my diets of 
examination, when ip his neighbourhood, I apprehend that his 
-stions of religion muft be faint and obfcure.
